I had breakfast with about 7 returnlng "wounded warriors" of the 4^ Brigade at Fort 
Richardson. Because most of them are in treatment for their wounds in other medical facilities 
they have been reassigned out of this Fort Rtch unit to the medical facilrty but I learned the 
importance of closure for these soldiers; hence, the YMCA and others helped fund their trips 
back to Ft. Rich for the ceremony tomorrow. They are burn victims, amputees, brain injured, 
etc. In any event, I wanted to ask you to include something in your speech about these soldiers 
and their families so I stopped in to talk with Kris P. She said you already had your speech and 
that you were probably editing it so l'll just give you something you can consider copying into 
your speech:

Since you likely already have enough to cover in three minutes or iess, I didn't want to provide 
more than a line or two. But if you want to add more about the wounded— only some of whom 
will be present— when I spoke this moming I not only said the above but I added a personal 
note to the men gathered— I let them know that what made them men (what made them 
soldiers) wasn't iost when they were injured, for that's a matter of the heart. That's where 
courage springs from and thaf s where dreams are born. I closed by telling them it was time to 
dream again. (One had told me his dream of getting a college education to become a teacher 
now that he was going to have to leave the Army. Another told me he wanted to go to college 
and earn a business degree and some day own a small business.) Just some thoughts for 
you— have a great night and l'll see you tomorrow.

Subject: Anti-Alaska Riders 

I am pleased to report that none of the anti-Alaska policy riders described below and 
in my memorandum of October 9th has apparently been included in the omnibus 
appropriations bill currently under consideration by Congress. 

I would like to say that the absence of these riders is due to the efforts of your DC 
office. Hopefully, our advocacy was a factor. However, full disclosure compels me to 
say that the biggest factors were the anti-rider stance of the Bush 
administration and the procedural situation in Congress which made it difncult to 
include riders in the omnibus bill. 

The riders (or threats of riders) would have - 

• Required that Alaska return federal highway funds for the Gravina Island and 
Kruk Arm Bridges 

• Restricted oil and gas leasing in NPR-A and North Aleutian Basin 

• Prohibited the use of federal fiinds to build new roads in the roadless areas of 
the Tongass National Forest, thereby sharpry restricting timber harvest. 

• Restricted Alaska's wolf management program 

• Limited claims of access under RS2477 

• Prohibited the importation of polar bear parts from Canada, thereby 
jeopardizing polar bear management in Northern Canada. 

Other anti-Alaska initiatives, such as additional wilderness in the Tongass and the 
Coastal Plain of ANWR, never camc up in the appropriations process. However, with 
a new President and Congress, we can expect these to reemerge in the future.
